is still our ce ve to exercise the 
critical faculty—to weigh one thing 
against another, to discriminate its con- 
tent and to give it a title by which its 
kind may be recognised again. Unfor- 
tunately, we haye no r Adam's 
to accuracy. A man called out of his 
name will sometimes give trouble; but, 
unless we are loose with the Pharmacopeia, 
we suffer little from attaching to things 
labels which are libels. The t cause 
is the dead weight of human indolence. 
When we set about pasting the label of 
destination upon the wares of the mind, 
rather than face the trouble of ransackin 
the stores for what is appropriate, or u 
making a new one, we take the stick-on 
is handed to us, and affix the 
omnibus tag. 

Outside the empty ingenuity of the schools 
of logic it is inconceivable that any one 
word can relevantly describe the content of 
works produced by Ethel M. Dell, Edgar 
Wallace, Sir W Scott and Theodore 
Dreiser. Yet week by week, in the critics’ 
columns and the publishers’ advertise- 
ments, these and their similars are lumped 
together as novels. Sometimes a little un- 
easiness besets the mind of the publisher, 
and he speaks even more vaguely of 
"fiction ” ; but that is a term which might 
include anything—Froude’s History and 
Lytton Strachey’s biographies, archro- 
logists’ > +“: and a gossip’s para- 
a ad the portmanteaux of the 
mind. 


“TELL US A STORY.” 

Misled by such notices, the unwary 
holiday-maker, bent upon escaping from a 
routine of office files into life by way of the 
printed word, might well find himself in 
strange company among Miss Dell’s 
villainous heroes who rend both hearts and 
garments in an atmosphere of laconic 
a ions, or surrounded by Sax 
Rhomer’s intensé. but improbable, China- 
men, or an intruder into Edgar Wallace's 
‘Crimson Circle.’’ The equally mis- 
guided typist, anxious to be rid of life’s 
irksomeness, anxious to escape from the 
drab reality and reiteratior. of her lodgings 
into a world of. romantic heroics, where 
the distant sound of marriage bells allures 
across the landscape, where “ gentle 
knights are pricking o’er the plain,” 
where the rogue meets reversal in the 
moment of victory and the heroine falls 
fainting and sobbing upon the breast of 
the clean-limbed clerk who is, in fact, 
the som of the duke, as well as the heir 
of all the ages and loves her for herself 
alone—instead of all that, treads the ways 
of fear and shame with ‘‘Lord Jim” or 
watches the clouds of misery blacken over 
the “ American Tragedy.’’ 

Two things have happened: to bring them 
their disappointment. The novel has 
obeyed the biological law of growth; the 
author has fallen in with the economic law 
of the division of labour. _ Neither of these 
things has been noticed in the dictionaries, 
and so it comes about that incompatible 
entities, like Edmund Burke’s Ministers, 
untruss their points in the same truckle 
bed. There are three main reasons why 
people read—for pure delight, that is, 
pour passer le temps; for escape; and for 
understanding of mankind in relation to 
his envi t and the universe. In any 
work of rary art these three ends are 
in view, but the emphasis falls differently. 
The first is the most primitive and per- 
during. It calls to the child that is, per- 
haps, the most precious part in us, the 


child that cries in the night, even to the, 


ve’s edge; ‘‘ Tell us a story”; and, 

use the child is not concerned with 
deep ionings and moral shibboleths, 
that kind of tale depends upon pure plot 
and the less complicated emotions, upon 
surprise and terror; upon outward action 
and simpleness of mind.

That art of sheer story-telling was old 
and unchanged for Herodotus, as it is old 
and from him to us. The 
methods that were used in the caves of 
neolithíc man are successful still to-day in 
a railway waiting-room. What keeps old 
men and children awake by the turf-fires 
of Clare keeps, too, the typist over her tale 
in a Dublin bedroom till the phantoms of 
fancy sends her scurrying ween her 
sheets. It is by the same gn and en- 
trancings, the same thrills, the same 

of the heart as used by Ionian 
story-tellers, travelling men of Connaught. 
Kai Langs of China, that authors of to- 
day take unto themselves from story-loving 
mankind the wages for delight. 

From the very earliest time there was an 
unwritten law about these tales. The social! 
structure of their time is reflected in them ; 
and anything which appeared as runnin 
counter to that environment had a ha 
fight to survive. It is a curious reflection 
upon ristian civilisation that the 

morality exhibited in the epic 
cy like the Charlemagne lais, or in 
t cantilene, like ‘‘ Aucassin and 
Nicolette,” does not unduly shock our 
refinement, while the Homeric Epos, as it 
remains for us in the Peisistratean 
recension, shows many traces of terrible 
things excised and barbaric deeds toned 
down. ancient Greek, like the 
barbarians that buana Ab in, nt w 
displeased at the sight of the struggles o 
the hanged or the eit stain! In the Epic, 
. as we have it, a description of these begins 
and you are ready for the ruthlessness. 
Suddenly the horrors are mitigated. 
“There he lay writhing . - . the 
line is chopped and a tag worked into the 
ameter, “not much and only a little 
while.””

A second class of authors remain 
orthodox, but are uneasy.

The author is troubled, 
as his reader is troubled, by the pressing 
problems of the day. He, therefore, 
makes off, turns his back upon the 
present and the everyday. You cannot 
be hurt in the world of Dickens ; you are 
even pleasantly sympathetic with woes 
which are not your own. You can 
escape somewhat troublesome friends and 
relations ‘by joining the ‘‘ Three 
Musketeers..’ Somewhere in the middle 
of this class are authors with whom a 
little mental exhilaration is possible. 
One may become gymnastic on the 
sparkling wine of Ronald Knox, and 
perform astonishing feats on the strength 
of Belloc’s bodied r, or even roar out 
rich and cafeless songs beside the 
rotundity of Chesterton’s winking tankard. 
Souls sick of wars and congeries of death 
will try sometimes to escape by the way 
of Vane Owen into a world of ghosts, 
into a delirium of tappings, manifesta- 
tions, mediums, mummies in the 
casualty clearing stations of the peace. 
Yet these last, though they do but answer 
with the old immortalities, seem to 
search for an explanation of things. 

There is a third class of authors cor- 
responding to the third class of reasons 
for which we read. These are the authors 
who question the orthodoxies, who in- 
vestigate the springs of action in persons 
and in ples, and take upon them the 
last and loftiest task of asking, ‘‘ What 
does it all mean?’’—and then, not, 
perhaps, to answer, but to turn the mind 
towards the ways where the answer may 
lie, to set the eyes upon the manifold 
clues. In a way, we are all sleuths in 
a story called ‘‘ Crime and Punishment,” 
and the one thing tolerably certain is 
that we shall discover on the last page 
of all, as in a Chesterton detective story, 
that there was no crime, but a benefac- 
tion, and no culprit, but a God. 


A STRANGE DAWN. 


In their work, story is essential ; 
necessary, too, the turning of our eyes 
outward; but it is the significance that 
inatters. Things happen to Liam 
©’Flaherty’s pO ' passion-laden 
souls. Primitive powers of the spirit, 
which are neither good nor evil, make 
a spring-sowing, to be followed with a 
rich harvest of significance. Through his 
blood-mists of fight and hate breaks a 
strange dawn beneath which man in his 
starkness makes his earliest and his latest 
stand for a treasure, he knows not what. 
Hurried through the reek and chaos, 
the vodka and the violence of Dostoievsky, 
still we follow romantic hope, the 
glimmer of the Holy Graal. A gentle 
breath plays on the face; a pale-gold, 
lovely light falls aslant, and Sonia 
smiles. We are become brothers of the 
moujtks, the pare fools, the possessed. 

Walk out with Conrad and little Fyne, 
and we come to know better the ways of 
men and women, the cuis de sac and by- 
roads of the world and the sudden lovelin- 
ness -beyond the curve. With Heyst and 
Almayer and Lord Jim we summon out 
of our Adam-old experience all we know 
ol bitter, futile ambitions that press weak 


men to the mercies of death, and all our 
glory of subtle, generous prides that light 

umanity throagh its rags. Such stories 
leave us with more sympathy, more 
humility, ficher civilisation. They turn 
and double, weaken and grow strong with 
the ebb and flow of life. On the heels 
of those weakest men, clinging to the thin 
handrail®of hope that glimmers with no 
matter what temerity through the 
caliginous ascent, we pass up the golden, ' 
lerazy stairway, desperate, to the stars. 

These varieties of creative literature are 
at loss for names. May we not save the 
title of novelist for the diplomatists of 
humanity, exploring every avenue to 
heaven?

Trees. 


The need for early legislation to 
prevent the destruction of trees was 
digas vividly to my notice a other 
day. was passing through Kingstown 
on my way to Killiney, and I a by 
way of the Albert road. The upper 
portion of that road was lined on both 
sides with fine trees, but within the past 
few months, since the house-builder made 
his appearance in the district, the greater 
part of the timber on the south side ha: 
Leena ruthlessly cut down. 

It may be argued, of course, that it was 
necessary to remove the trees so that the 


vew houses might get sufficient sunshine, | 


but it strikes me that if the area on 
which the houses are being erected were 
properly developed, it would be possible 
to retain the trees as a feature of the 
scheme. 

Local authorities are not sufficiently 
foreseeing. If, instead of allowing exist- 
ing roads to be used indiscriminately for 
housing schemes, they developed the sites 
by means of auxiliary roads, there would 
be no necessity to cut down the trees for 
the sake of adequate lighting. 


Gaunt Hillsides. 


Not long ago I travelled along the lower 
road that leads from the Glen of the 
Downs to Delgany, and I was grieved to 
see the way in which the hillsides have 
been denuded of timber. For the entire 
distance between the Glen and Delgany 
the hills are covered with the stumps o 
trees that were cut don during the war. 
No attempt has been made to replant the 
area, although if young saplings had been 
planted when the old timber was felled, 
there would now be well-grown copses 
taking the place of the original timber. 


Car Race-Drivers’ Hobbies. 


The hobbies of most of the drivers who 
will take part in the Irish International 
Grand Prix car races are motor engineer- 
ing and motor racing to the exclusion of 
all other pastimes, but not a few of them 
have had considerable success in other 
forms of sport. Mr. Gunnar Poppe, who 
will drive an Austin “Seven,” is an ex- 
— of the London-Welsh Rugby Foot- 
ball XV., and he has also played for Caius 
College, Cambridge; Coventry R.F.C., 
Warwickshire and the Rowe-Harding XV. 
Another Austin driver, Mr. A. Frazer 
Nash, has had moderate success on the 
Cresta Run, and he can also fly, swim, 
ride, sail a boat and ski, but, he tells my 
motoring correspondent, none of these 
things sufficiently well to win success in 
sport. 


A Millionaire Driver. 


Captain Woolf Barnato, who will drive 
a Bentley, is a millionaire, the son of the 
late Mr. Barney’ Barnato. Captain 
Barnato’s motor racing successes have been 
numerous, including the winning of the 
Le Mans Endurance Race, in company 
with Mr. H. R. & 
Birkin, another car 
race entrant, last 
week-end. Apart from 
motoring, his chief 
sporting successes 
have been in motor- 
hoat racing and on 
the cricket field. In 
1925 he won the Duke 
of .York’s Trophy, 
and the following 
year he drove the 
winning boat in the 
same contest. Last 
year he played cricket 
for Surrey, proving 
of considerable use as a wicket-keeper. 
Another driver with cricketing experience 
is Major A. T. G. Gardiner,: who also 
played hockey, polo and Rugby football, 
being captain of the first XV. when at 
Uppingham. 


A Russian ACotor Cyclist. 


‘Like almost all of the Irishmen who will 
take part in the races, Boris Ivanowsky, 
an Alfa-Romeo driver,.is an old motor 
cyclist. His motor cycling, however, was 
done in Russia before the war. It was not 
until 1924 that Ivanowsky commenced car 
racing, and since that year he has had a 
number of successes in France. Captain 
A. G. Miller, who has entered a Lombard, 
has taken part in shooting and tennis. 
Of the Irish drivers Mr. J. Gordon 
Burney has done some swimming, and Mr. 
Hugh Cogan, of Athy, has won a number 
of prizes for clay-bird shooting. Mr. J. 
W. Shaw and Mr. Stanley Woods are 
principally proficient as motor cyclists, 
and Mr. William Sullivan, of County 
Down, is another with motor cycling 
experience.

Lord Rosebery’s W, ritings. 


I have been re-reading some of the works 
of the late Lord Rosebery’s pen, notably 
“ Napoleon : the last phase,’’ and “Pitt,” 
in the Great Statesman series. The latter 
has a peculiar interest just now in 
relation to Catholic Emancipation. There 
Is a voice in these writings. The silver 
tones are distinctly audible beFind the 
printed words of the greater passages. Not 
that he is rhetorical—-there is no tinsel in 
his style; but he writes to an audience 
much in the way that Cicero’s written 
edition of the Philippics is calculated to 
recall the speaker’s accents. Indeed, it is 
a maxim of style that has the sanction of 
such diverse personalities as Swinburne 
and George Moore that the best written 
Allowing for the 
different backgrounds, there is consider- 
able simjlarity between the public work of 
the Orator of the Empire and the Orator 
of the Republic; curious, considering the 
plebeian origin of the latter and the 
strictly patrician forbears of the former. 
Both were intensely conscious of tradition 
and position, dignitas cum gravitate, and 
neither cared to follow his intellect far 
enough. The “Pitt” is a model of pre- 
Strachey biography, and leaves a clear 
figure of a public man against a public 
background; it contrasts violently with 
Morley’s “ Life of Gladstone,’’ which is a 
public middle distance obscuring a public 
man. 


Where a King ACay Not Whistle. 


The perusal of Lord Rosebery’s 
‘‘Pitt’’ set me discursively roaming 
among the library shelves for more upon 
that family, and I happened upon 
William Godwin’s ‘‘ Chatham,’’ and there 
again, by luck, chanced upon his well- 
known misquotation from one of Lord 
Chatham’s speeches. Discoursing on the 
theme that the Englishman’s home is his 
castle, Chatham has a passage concluding : 
“The wind may enter in, the rain ma 
enter in—but the King cannot enter in.” 
Godwin’s version runs—‘‘ Every man’s 
house is his castle. And why is it so 
called? Is it because it is defended by a 
wall; because it is surrounded by a moat? 
No, it may be nothing more than a straw- 
built shed. It may be exposed to all the 
elements: the rain may enter into it, all 
the winds of Heaven may whistle round it, 
but the King cannot.” And I thought of 
Trinity College Races and the National 
Anthem.

Hair Fashions. 


The girls of to-day are frequently con- 
demned for followi the prevailing 
fashions in hair-d , whether it be 
bobbing, shingling) Eton-cropping, or any 
other of the modern modes, so I was 
amused to come @éross an example of the 
same thing in the ladies of a former 
generation, who are so often contrasted 
with the present one, to the disadvantage 
of the latter. In the second half of the 
eighteenth century, when the masquerades 
and entertainments at the Rotunda 
Gardens were at the height of their 
popularity, some members of the brilliant 
society which gathered there introduced 
new fashions in hair-dreassing. Amongst 
the men, who at that period were very 
much frizzled and powdered, a Mr. 
Conolly, of Castletown, wore his long hair 
combed down without wder, and a 
beautiful actress, Anne Cately, caused a 
sensation among the ladies by appearing 
with her hair dressed plain over her fore- 
head, almost in an even line to her eye- 
brows, in contrast to the elaborate 
coiffures of the time. Immediately the 
new fashion ‘‘ caught on,” so much so that 
a new expression was coined, and the 
Dublin ladies appeared with their hair 
“ Cately-fied.’”’ 


Observation. 


Testing one’s powers of observation 
during a walk through the streets of 
Dublin provides an amusing and enlighten- 
ing occupation. One passes along the 
same streets a thousand times without 
observing quite prominent objects which 
one day strike one’s eyes with astonish- 
ment. For instance, it was years before I 
noticed the giant coffee-pot hanging over 
the door of a café in Grafton street. I 
wonder how many of the hundreds passing 
daily along the same street have noticed a 
brass plate on the marble plinth of a 
shop, not far from Duke street corner, 
which commemorates the laying of the 
foundation stone? Again, the other day, 
standing on the corner of the quay, by the 
Ballast Office, waiting to cross the road, 
I found beside me a square, cast-iron 
receptacle, about the size of a pillar-box, 
which I never observed before, although it 
must have stood there for years. Looking 
more closely at it I deciphered with diffi- 
culty an inscription asking for papers and 
magazines for the South Dublin Union. 
As nobody could possibly tell the object of 
the box without examining it closely, I 
might suggest that the request for papers 
be written in some way that would catch 
the public eye.

‘I 
knew,” she said, ' that the fatal point 
was reached when you did not realise 
you were rushing like the rest of New 
York, so I just forced myself to walk and 
eat at a normal speed, even if it meant 
being late for rehearsals.

It took some discipline, 
but I am glad I did it, because otherwise 
I would have been a mental wreck. I’ve 
got beautifully thin on it all, because I 
practically lived on one meal a day, 
and nibbled a bit of salad or a biscuit 
between rehearsals, playing every night, 
and three or four matinées a week. They 
certainly know how to work there, but, 
oh, those quick lunches, hghtming eleva- 
tors, one moment sandwiches, eat while 
you run, sleep when you can, lives are 
most exhausting to one born and brought 
up in Dublin. Why, I believe most New 
Yorkers make a habit of eating while 
they are standing, and sleeping with their 
eyes open. I just put the brakes on 
at the beginning and saved my reason. 
I know now why so many Americans 
spend their time in and out of rest homes, 
and living in constant nerve-storms.”’

HARBOUR BOARD PENSIONS. 


The anomalies oí the Cork Harbour

There were altogether 500 ambulance 
workers—2E0 of either sex—posted in the 
Park. The St. John Ambulance Brigade had 
seven or eight ambulances at various points, 
while the military authorities had two, work- 
Pe in conjunction with the prigads. Sir 
John Lumsden was in charge of the arrange- 
ments, which, a8 was agreed on all sides, 
were the last word in thoroughness and effi- 
ctuncy. 

These ambulance workers, who gave their 
services cheerfully and with the utmost 

romptitude, were not all of the city brigade.

“THE EMANCIPATION 
STRUGGLE.”’ 


SS 
THE REV. DR. RYAN’S PAPER: 


The following is a summary of the paper 
on ‘‘The Emancipation Struggle’’ which was 
read by the Rev. A. H. Ryan, D.D., at the 
Mansion House meeting last Friday night. 

The struggle for Besandd tion, Father 
Ryan said, ended, theatrically at least, in 
1829, The story of the early Irish Church 
Was a singular one in that it provided an 
exception to the general rule of Christian 
expansion. The’ evangelisation of Ireland 
was unique. At the death of St. Patrick 
reland was practically a Catholic country, 
and yet, contrary to the experience of o 
countries, no drop of martyr's blood bedewed 
her shores. When the Roman Empire fell, 
and civilisation tottered in Europe, Ireland 
was again the exception. The brightest light 
in a darkened world was che fight from 
Ireland, where the faith of Patrick fourished 
in monastery and school, in church and home, 
and there went forth from our shores a 
glorious line of missionaries to revive faith 
and piety and learning in Europe. 

In the eleventh and twelfth centuries Ire: 
land became demoralised. There followed 
internecine strife and immorality; unworth 
ministers desecrated the Church itself, until 
it needed all the zeal of a Malachy to stem 
the tide, and with the English invasion, and 
after it, the Reformation, Ireland was at last 
called upon to pay the price of her faith. 
Ireland's cross may have been deferred, but 
when it came it was heavy; and yet those 
days may be recalled with pride, for the 
story of her struggle to keep the faith of 
Patrick was even more glorious than the 
story of her conversion. It was in those far 
off days that the Emancipation struggle 
really began, although it was not then known 
by that name. 

The Emancipation struggle, however, in the 
strict sense, began in the closing days of the 
eighteenth century. The English Catholic 
Relief Acts brought no respite to Irish 
Catholics, for the Irish Parliament, since 
achieving its legislative independence in 1782, 
ee determined to preserve gá rere ii 
ascendancy at a s, and to ntain the. 
whole Pooal Code. The Catholic Committee, 
especially under the able agency of Wolfe 
Tone, wrung an order from the King, com- 
pelling the Irish Parliament to pass the Relief 
Act of 1793. That year was the real year 
of deliverance for Irish Catholics.”

**Since, however, the lecturers prefer to 
begin with the times of Elizabeth, I shall do 
likewise. What was the cause of the stern 
measures adopted then and in subsequent 
times? For some ten years after the acces- 
sion of Elizabeth things appear to have been 
tolerable. Then came the celebrated Bull of 
Pius V., dated April, 1570. This Bull de- 
clared the Queen a heretic: it deprives her 
of her pretender right of ‘dominion; it re- 
leases from all obedience and submission to 
her: it places all who obey her laws. under 
sentence of anathema. 

“Ten years later a further declaration 
from the successor of Pins V. offered plenary 
indulgence to all who would take up arms 
against. the Queen; while Pope Sixtus V. 
‘sought. to dethrone her by means of the 
fleets and armies of Philip II.’ (Catholic 
Dictionary). “Here. we have the root of the 
sufferings of Roman Catholics. It was not 
for their religious faith they suffered, but 
because successive Popes claimed the right 
to d the Queen; to incite to arms, and 
to conspire with a foreign Power to invade 
Engl with the Armada. Clearly, the 
State must adopt some means of self-defence. 

““When we reach the days of James I. a 
similar story repeats itaelf. The oath re- 
quired of the Irish subjects declared: “I do 
swear that I do from my heart abhor, 
detest.’ and abjure as impious and heretical 
the damnable doctrine and ition, that 
princes which be excommunicated by the 
Pope may be deposed or murdered by their 
subjects.’ Such a provision. would appear 
‘to be eminently reasonable: for even kings 
da" nót desire to be-m +» Yet ‘ Pope 
Paul V. wrote a brief to the English 
Catholics in 1606, and another in 1607, warn- 
ing them against taking the oath’ (Catholic 
Dictionary)... is meant, in effect, that the 
Pope claimed the right to permit the faithful 
to engage in deeds oí violence. | 
é ‘* From alk this*it is clear that the suffer- 
fhgs enduréd by “Roman Catholics weté not, 


{the outcome of bigotry and intolerance as is 


so often declared; nor can we accept the 
icture of the Roman Church as a harmless 
mb, flung to a hungry pack of Protestant 
“wolves. 

"“In considering the story of ipa- 
tion one must refer to the pledges given 
the authorities of the Roman Church. In 
the year 1826 a declaration was published 
which bore the signatures of the Roman 
Catholic Bishops, and which bore the sign 
of the Cross. One of the pledges here given 
in this most sacred manner, runs: ‘‘ They 
swear that they will not exercise any 
privilege to which they are or may be en- 
itled, to disturb and weaken the Protestant, 
religion and Protestant Government in Ire- 
land.” There is no need to comment upon 
the way in which this oath has been ob- 
served, 

“I was sincerely glad that the Roman 
Catholic Bishop of. Ardagh said last week: 
“We remember with grateful pride the 
Signal services to the cause of freedom of 
such Protestants as Grattan, Burke, and 
Tone.” This is a fact not always remem- 
bered. It was Grattan’s Parliament which 
procured the Acts of 1793, which conferred 
the rights of franchise upon Roman 
Catholics, and this Act. was passed by a 
Protestant Parliament, Jed by the man whom 
the Bishop describes as ‘a great Protestant’ 
—and ‘this thirty-six years before the Act 
of Emancipation. 

*** Put up the sword into the sheath.’ Such 
was the command of Christ to the Apostle 
whom Rome has ever claimed as her founder 
and her primary bishop. Had those who 
claim succession for the Apostle been 
mindful of this command how different 
would have been the history of 

ester -— Christianity ? One wonders 

hether we all have learned, even yet, the 
spirit of the Master. Should the past teach 
us all—Roman and non-Roman—obedience to 
this command of Him, whom we and they 
adore as our common Redeemer and our 
common King, then may that past, tragic 
though it be, lead to a future where, all 
contentions laid aside, love and peace shall 
take the place of hate and strife, where all 
who name the Sacred Name may say with 
Paul, ‘‘Grace be with all them who love our 
Lord Jesus Christ.”

Church and People. 


We describe elsewhere the scenes 
which closed the Centenary Week of 
Catholic Emancipation; and no liberal 
Irishman of any creed will fail to take 
pleasure and pride from our reports. The 
ceremonies that began in the Phenix Park 
and ended on Watling street Bridge had 
two aspects. In the first place, they 


were a triumph of organisation. Yester- 


day morning the High Altar in the Park | 


was a magnet for the Roman Catholics 
of all Ireland. Men, women, and children, 
they poured into Dublin from every 
county of the thirty-two—from Kerry and 
Antrim, from Wicklow and Connemara, 
from the quiet midlands. They came by 
scores of special trains, by omnibus and 
by motor car. We should not be sur- 
prised to learn that Dublin had one 
hundred thousand visitors yesterday, and 
the ‘concourse which heard the Solemn 
Pontifical Mass and the Benediction 
cannot have numbered less than three 
hundred thousand: Nevertheless, these 
unprecedented numbers were handled with 
extraordinary ability and despatch. In the 
Phenix Park every member of the vast 
array was shepherded, with machine-like 
precision, to his appointed place. The 
march to Watling street was made with- 
out a hitch. Everywhere there was 
prompt aid for the faint or weary, and 
prompt direction for strangers who had 
lost their way. So far as we know, 
Dublin’s commissariat arrangements met 
the enormous strain upon them, and 
nobody suffered from hunger or thirst. 
Yesterday, indeed, Dublin was a city of 
such efficiency, good-will, good manners 
and good ‘conduct as might win envy frem- 
any other city in the world. The 
country’s congratulations are due to the 
Centenary Committee, to the police, to 
the splendid organisation of the St. John 
Ambulance Brigade, and—last, but not 
least—to -itself. To have done a fine 
thing finely is not only a satisfaction, 
but a tonic which strengthens the 
nation’s confidence and self-respect. 
When we remember that only seven years 
ago lawlessness and disorder ran loose in 
the Free State, the object-lesson in 
discipline, dignity and decorum which 
Dublin afforded yesterday must inspire 
every one of us with grateful and hopeful 
joy. Of the religious aspect of the dual 
solemnity the Roman Catholic. Church 
and Roman Catholic Ireland will be 
intensely proud. No observer ever again 
can question—if he ever questioned—the 
loyalty which the mass of the Irish 
people give to their Church, the simple 
and profound devotion which they bring 
to the mysteries of their faith. Perhaps, 
Ireland would be a less troublesome 
country if her Churches were more 
latitudinarian and less sincere—as in 
imperial Rome, where the various modes 
of worship “were all considered by the 
people as equally true, by the philosopher 
as equally false, and by the magistrate as 
equally useful. Thus,’’ says Gibbon, 
*‘ toleration produced not only mutual 
indulgence, but even religious concord.”’ 
Religious concord—how ardently all good 
Irishmen desire it, but what good Irish- 
man, Roman Catholic or Protestant, 
would buy it at such a price? It is, 
perhaps, on any honest terms, an un- 
attainable ideal; yet we venture to say 
that the great body of Irish Pro 
testantism has watched the crowning 
rites of Centenary Week with no other 
feelings than those of sympathy and 
admiration.

The presence of the Egyptian Prime

fession, and has suppressed crime. “These 
things he has done without considerable 
coercive measures. “ Even the strongest 
opponents of the Government are free to 
hold their meetings and to attack the 
‘present régime, while the Government can 
be charged only with the suppression of 
two newspapers after a threefold warning 
in each case.” The restoration of order has 
freed Mahmud Pasha to address himself 
to large undertakings for the material 
improvement of Egypt’s lot. Above all 
else, as he told Major Polson Newman, 
his Government will devote special efforts 
to the matter of the water supply. This, 
-for two reasons, is of prime and vital 
import, Thus, it is necessary to extend 
irrigation in order to increase the fruitful- 
ness of a land that has to support a 
growing population. Again, a sounder 
method of distribution of drinking water 
is necessary in order to reduce the dis- 
eases now prevalent as the result of water 
pollution. A Commission is at work to 
promote these aims, and this body also is 
studying the best means to dry up swamps 
and to improve the housing of the poorer 
people. 

A far-reaching scheme of land settle- 
ment has been set in motion. The small 
peasant proprietor is the backbone of 
Egyptian society and the wage-earner of 
the nation. Mahmud Pasha’s Government 
has sought to consolidate the landed 
population by dividing up the State 
domains among small owners. Thus. the 
region of the Fayoum, with an area of some 
two thousand acres, has been allotted in 


inhabitants of the district who possess ne 
land or less than ten acres, Pieces ex- 
tending to two and a half acres in that 
land of intensive cultivation will make 
precious additions to small holdings. They 
will be bought by the peasants with pay- 
ments extending over fifteen years. The 


town dwellings are not neglected, Three 


poor quarters in Cairo in which there is 
empty space have been chosen, and here 
dwellings for the poorer classes will be 
built on modern lines at the rate of .so 
many houses a year. Hospitale—sorely 
needed in that backward country—will 
be built immediately, Of these, fifty will 
be placed in large urban centres and one 
hundred in tho villages, The village 
hospitals .will be provided with motor 
ambulances. All these proposals and 
enterprises aie severely practical and go 
to the roots of social well-being, It is 
small wonder, then, that the Egyptian 
Premier can boast that he enjoys the 
gratitude and. support of the masses.

Magna Carta. 
It is a pity that Stephen Langton did 


not follow the example of Joshua and 
mark the site where Magna Carta was 
signed with twenty-five stones—one for 
every baron. The exact spot where the 
English nation achieved ite birthright :is 
unknown. ‘‘In prato quod _ vocatur 
Runnymede inter Windelsorum et 
Stanes,’’ says the charter itself, and to- 
day opinion veers between Magna Carta 
Island and the meadows that face it. 
Yésterday a gathering of twentieth 
century Englishmen, among whom was 
Lord Saye and Sele—a descendant of that 
Lord Saye who was present in 1215 when 
the charter was signed—assembled beside 
the Thames to honour the memory of 
those men who wrung an unwilling 
signature from King John. The Master 
of the Temple prepared a special hymn 
for the occasion and delivered the 
address. It is typical of all English 
institutions that the barons of 1215 were 
more deeply interested in their own 
privileges than in what we now term 
the liberty of the subject. To-day the 
simulacrum of popular justice with which 
the barons coloured the provisions of the 
charter, as a sop to the citizens of 
London, has become the corner-stone of 
liberty, while the detailed terms relating 
to the guardianship of wards, and other 
points dear to the baronial heart, are 
forgotten.

This fact 
was realised by Stephen Langton, and 
i Magna Carta embodied those provisions 
which ever since have made it the safe 
bulwark of British liberty, It is to the 
Londoners, even more than to the Arch- 
bishop and the twenty-five barons, that 
Great Britain’s gratitude is due to-day.

FETE AT GLENAGEARY. 


A féte in aid of “Our Cot” in Mercer’s 
Hospital, Dublin, was opened on last, Satur- 
day afternoon at Glengara Park Girls’ School, 
Glenageary road, Kingstown, by Sir William 
de Courcy Wheeler. There was a large 
attendance of the people. of this ‘district... . 

Owing to the uncertainty of the weather. 
the stalls usually associated with fétes and 
bazaars held in the open air were all taste- 
fully arranged in the school class-rooms, the 
studies, and the gymnasium—though the 
Spacious and wel] laid-out grounds of the 
school were available. Most of the exhihits 
on the stalls were the work of the girls in the 
school, and considerable interest was taken 
in them by the visitors—especially in “The 
Country Fair’’—or Model Fair—which had 
in miniature all the usual forms of amuse- 
ments—round-abouts, swings, Aunt Sally and 
Maypole. 

All the girls wore picturesque fancy 
costume. mostly in the eighteenth century 
stvie. There were ‘‘ cowboys,” bushrangers, 
“Indian policemen,”’ colleens dressed in the 
traditional Irish style—g¢reen dresses and red 
blouses, and with scarves on the head, which 
lent colour to the animated scene in the 
grounds. 

A very interesting musical programme was 
heartily enjoyed.

CHURCH AND STATE: 
IN MEXICO, - 


CONTROVERSY ENDED.

The Times New York. Correspondent 
telegraphed yesterday :—There is widespread 
popular rejoicing in Mexico at the settlement 
of the religious controversy which has 
troubled the country for the last three years 
by the agreement reached on Friday between 
President Don Emilio. Portes Gil and the 
Archbishop of Morelia, Monsignor Ruiz 
Flores, who was appointed Apostolic Delegate 
for the negotiations, and the Bishop of Tabas- 
cola, Under this agreement, of which the 
Pope has telegraphed his approval, the 
Mexican prelates will, according to the Pre- 
sident’s statenient, be allowed to designate 


ance with the Mexican Law, that’ religious’ 
instruction, while not permitted in schools 
according to the Constitution, can be given in 
churches, and that right is reserved for the 
Mexican prelates to exercise the privilege of 
any Mexican citizen to apply for a modifica- 
tiou of the Constitution at any future time, 
The first provision is the most important, 


that the system of registration gave the State 
complete control over the clergy, and the 
privilege now conferred on them removes 
their chief objection to it.

THE ARCHBISHOP OF PERTH. 


The death is announced, at, the age of 75, 
of the Most Reverend Charles Owen Leaver 
Riley, D.D., LL.D., Archbishop of Perth, 
and Chaplain-General to the Commonwealth 
Military Forces since 1914.

“CHINESE” MYSTERY 
CRAFT. 


OLD TIMER’S LAMENTS 
ay eee | 


_ Yesterday was Ascot Sunday en thd 
river, but with a startling innovation. 
Visitors to the peaceful reaches of thá 
Thames round Maidenhead were 
astonished by the strangest craft that has 
probably ever appeared there. Heralded 
by the booming of a gong and by, the 
noise of exploding Chinese crackers, a 
vividly-hued craft, travelling almost as 
fast as a motor launch, went up and 
down the stream near Boulter’s Lock. It 
looked like a nightmare dream of a pres 
historic monster. As long as a barge, a 
huge blackened head towered up from the 
prow, while at the stern a*green scaley 
tail, six feet long, protruded. On seats 
hollowed out of the body of the craft 
were seventeen “Chinese ’’ coolies, who 
rhythmically raised and lowered paddles 
propelling the weird apparition. 

From the mast of the boat fluttered 
scarlet banners, emblazoned with strange 
characters. People in boats on the river 
hurriedly made way for the mysterioiss- 
looking vessel. On 4 passing steamer 
people stood up in wonderment, and the 
river banks were crowded with surprised 
spectators. A closer inspection revealed 
that the crew were not Chinese at all, 
but very English Guards officers. The 
mystery of the appearance. of such a craft 
on the Thames was explained to a Press 
Association reporter yesterday by one of 
the officers. 

‘“‘The boat,” he said, “is owned by 
officers of the Second Battalion of the 
Scots Guards. We brought it back from 
China. When we were in Hong Kong we 
saw boats like this on the river, and were 
so taken by them that we had one 
specially made and transported over here. 

“We thought Ascot Sunday would be a 
good day to show it off on the river. I 
think we caused. some surprise, don't 
you ? ' 

The boat is forty feet long, and seats 
nearly twenty people. It is painted green 
and red, and from the dragon-head, prow 
projects scarlet painted wires to represent 
a dragon’s fiery breast. i

Sunday so far as the river was concerned.

THE FRENCH OPPOSITION. 

Results at Ascot generally showed that we 
have little to fear in opposition from France 
at present moment.

to see the Derby run for. It is possible that 
the winner of the French Derby, Hotweed, 
will be sent over for the St. lager, “although I 


believe that he sustnined a bé a se injury to a 
ock in the Che mtitty te the moment 
I see no reason = 4 Trigo should not add 
the St. Leger to his Derby victory, although 
he will not be so well suited by the Don- 
caster as he was by the Epsom course. 

Walter Gay, who was second in the Derby, 
and was at once fixed on as a likely winner 
of .the St. Leger, came from Beckhampton to 
Ascot to run, but he was found to be sore. 
There are some doubts whether, if the going 
remains hard, it will be possible to train the 
colt for Doncaster. I am inclíned to thitk 
that Haste Away is not an unlikely St. Leger 
colt. His trainer has always thought him 
well below Midlothian, but every time he has 
comé on a racecourse this season Haste Away 
has done it. When he has not been first, 
he has been second, beaten heads or a neck, 
and each time giving weight away. 

Thus, in the Hardwicke Stakes he was 
giving 7ibs. to Posterity whén the latter 
rather luckily beat him a neck. He was a 
little unlucky, too, when beaten a head by 
Hunter's Moon, who was receiving 1@lbs., at 
Newmarket, and that result may not have 
been so fluky as we thought at the time.

T.Y.0. FORM AT ASCOT, 

One can be a little sceptical about the value 
of the two-year-old form at the Ascot Meet- 
ing. I make an exception in the case of the 
Aga Khan’s filly Qurrat ai Ain, who, although 
she only just beat Scotford in the Queen Mary 
Stakes, is a very good filly. The Aga Khan's 
colts cleared all before them at the meeting, 
and there is good reasor: for believing that 
the half-sister to Royal Minstrel is better than 
any of them. 

Before leaving Ascot, it is worth mention 
that three Irish stud farms head the breeders’ 
list. From the Nationa' Stud came Lyme 
Regis and Daumont, the winners of £6,950; 
from Mr, Maher's Stud came Royal Minstrel 
and Qurrat al Ain, winners of £4,900, and 
from Major McCalmont’s. Stud came Mr. 
Jinks, of £4,400. Two stallions standing in 
Ireland—Tetratema, from whom came Tiffin, 
Mr. Jinks, Royal Minstrel and Teacup; and 
Diligence, sire of Aristotle and Daumont— 
head the sires’ list. 

WINDSOR AND FOLKESTONE. 

When we wernt on to Windsor vyester- 
day we saw .& good two-yéar- 
old performance on part of Laerd 
Portman’s Duncan Gray g., Early Clos- 
ing, whom the Duchess of Newcastle bred. 
He had been very unlucky at Gatwick, the 
only race he has lost this season, and here 
was an easy winner by three lengths and six 
lengths from Lemonetta and Dark Brilliante. 
When we take into account that at Bath he 
beat Scotford, who ran Qurrat al Ain to a 
short head, he cannot be far behind the best ; 
although De Mestre, the owner-trainer of 
Scotford, thinks he was very lucky to have 
finished in front of his filly. 

In the Royal June Handicap, Lord Dewar’s 
Shovelstrode, a son of that grand mare Silver 
Urn, who won the One Thousand Guineas for 
the late Mr. B. W. Parr, and would 
have won the Oaks but for being badly 
cut by striking a broken bottle in the 
course of the race, finished a length in front 
of Footmark after taking the lead when they 
had gone a little more than a furlong. Mr. 
H. Liddell, the Belfast owner, won the Park 
Selli elter with W po, a son of Russléy, 
and Mr. Thornton Smith, the owner of the 
second, gave 400 guineas for him after the 
race. The other selling race, a two-year-old 
affair, fell to Lord Glanely’s filly by Sky- 

rocket out of Maid of the Sky. After she 
had beaten the Eclipta colt, the Celestial one 
made 500 guineas. To M. Jacques Wittouek, 
the rich Belgian owner of Palais Royal, who 
races in France and in England, fell the 
Windsor Welter, in which his French-bred 
filly, Hot Bun, beat hoger Galahsé, both 
starting at long pricee. tain Boyd- 
Rochfort won the last race x t e afternoon, 
the Marlborough House Stakes, with his 
Son-in-Law colt, Visselus, who ‘beat Wills.
